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DIRECTIONS 


The Service falls naturally into two parts, with the Address 
acting as a connecting link between the two. 

The first part is a Commemoration of the Chief Scout; 
the second part, a Rededication to the Scout way of life, as 
being the only true way in which the Brotherhood of Scouts 
can honour the memory of its Founder and Chief Scout, and 
fulfil his hopes. 

The Address should, therefore, lead from the Com¬ 
memoration to the Rededication. 

It is hoped that the general character of the Service 
will be kept simple and dignified so that it can appeal to 
Scouts of all ages, remind them of the example set them by 
their Chief, and send them forth in a spirit of Thankfulness 
to carry out to the best of their endeavour the Aim which 
he has set in front of them. 


This Aim is expressed in his owp words: 

“To bring about the rule of God on earth today a 
fundamental change of spirit in the conduct of our lives 
is essential; the interests of self have to give way to the 
exercise of love and consideration for others. This 
means putting into the practice of our daily doings the 
simple creed given us by Christ—namely, Love God, and 
love thy neighbor as thyself; a creed which can be 
accepted by all sons of the Creator no matter which may 
be the form in which they are accustomed to recognize 
Him.” 

The Boy Scouts Association and the Girl Guides Association hope that 
wherever possible joint Scout and Guide Memorial Services 
will be held.
